WASHINGTON—The Anglo-American Committee of Inquiry on 


Palestine completed the taking of testimony in this country this 
week, hearing a group of Jewish and non-Jewish witnesses, includ- 
ing Dr. Isaac N. Steinberg, of the Freeland League for Jewish Ter- 
ritorial Colonization; Peter Bergson of the Hebrew Committee for 
National Liberation and several Arab spokesmen. 

Dr. Steinberg appealed for opening of unoccupied areas in the 
world to large scale Jewish settlement, declaring that the whole 
future of Jewry should not be bound up with Palestine. He cited 
the preparatory work of his league in Australia for establishment 
of Jewish settlements in the Kimberley district and Tasmania. He 
suggested similar colonization plans for Canada, Africa and some 
ether British colonies. 

While calling for abolition of the White Paper and removal of 
restrictions on the upbuilding of Palestine, Steinberg said the Free- 
Jand League “is not much interested in the establishment of a Jewish 
State.” He thought the political situation in Palestine would be 
eased with the appearance of alternative possibilities of Jewish 
group colonization within the framework of other states. 

Bergson for Republic Without State Religion 

Mr. Bergson told the committee that their main purpose is to 
find “a workable way of life for Palestine.” He proposed a free 
republic without state religion and fullest equality for all citizens. 

An “outdated” clique in the British Colonial Office is responsible 
for the “desperate” attempt to maintain the status quo in the Middle 
East, Bergson charged. He assailed the British for allegedly “asking 
the permission” of the former Mufti of Jerusalem for Jewish im- 
migration. 

Dr. Reinhold®Niebuhr, representing the Christian Council on 
Palestine, said Jews have a logical right to a homeland in Palestine,

Greater responsibility 
of the western powers for permanent solution of the Jewish problem 
was urged by Niebuhr. He hoped that “a tolerably just solution” 
for all parties could be found, and said he favored a “Palestinian 
state with a Jewish majority.” : 

Hutcheson Asks Why Emphasis on Jewish State 

Hutcheson asked why there is continuous emphasis on a “Jewish 
State.” Niebuhr replied that Jews want a state where they do not 
have to explain both their virtues and vices. Hutcheson said there 
was no difference between an American Jew and himself. He added 
he was worried about the insistence on a “Jewish state.” Niebuhr 
said non-Jews should try to understand the increased impulse of 
Jews, since Hitler, toward the security of a National Home in Pal- 
estine. 

Dr. Frank Notestein, professor of demography and director of 
the Office of Population Research at Princeton University, told the 
committee that Palestine could not absorb the 1,125,000 immigration 
within 10 years proposed last week by Robert Nathan without ser- 
ious economic dislocation. He said the Jewish “rate of fertility” is 
the lowest in the world and the Arab the highest. He attributed 
the high percentage of Arab population partly to Jewish health 
measures leading to an “amazing” drop in Arab mortality in the 
last 20 years. Maintenance of a Jewish majority in Palestine is im- 
Possible, he said, without Jewish immigration, which he did not 
believe could be accommodated.

Einstein Against State, 
Accuses Great Britain 
Of Double Dealing

WASHINGTON—Prof. Albert 
Einstein, testifying before the 
Anglo-American Inquiry Com- 
mission, said he was against a 
Jewish State, but not for the 
same reason as Lessing Rosen- 
wald. He urged, however, that 
the bulk of the Jewish refugees 
in Europe be brought to Palestine. 

Emphasizing that he believes 
there will be no peace between 
Jews and Arabs as long as the 
British rule Palestine, Prof. Ein- 
stein charged Britain with vio- 
lating the basic responsibilities 
undertaken in the Balfour Decla- 
ration. 

Asked by British members of 
the committee if he advocated 
sending Jews to Palestine even 
though Arabs might shoot, and 
whether the Americans should 
take over Palestine from the 
British, Prof, Einstein replied 
that the administration of Pales- 
tine should be international. He 
emphasized that he holds Ameri- 
cans responsible for what the 
British are doing in Palestine. 
Artificial, Difficulties 

Difficulties between Jews and 
Arabs, were largely artificially 
created by the British, he de- 
clared. He criticized the British 
colonial policy as based on the 
principle of “divide and rule,” 
and charged the British admin- 
istration with using the ex-Mufti 
of Jerusalem to foment trouble. 
As a former admirer of the Brit- 
ish, he had come to his present 
convictions only after inner 
struggle, *e testified. 

Queried by Dr. Frank Ayde- 
lotte, one of the American mem. 
bers of the committee, as to what 
he would do if Arabs resisted 
the immigration of Jews from 
Europe into Paiestine, Prof. Ein- 
stein replied that “this will not 
be the case if they are not in- 
cited.” Questioned by Dr. Ayde- 
lotte concerning political versus 
cultural Zionism, he stated: “I 
was never for a political state.”

Jewish State or Nothing,

NEW YORK—No recommendation of the Anglo-American Com- 


mission of Inquiry on Palestine—even the granting of increased 
immigration—unless it provides for the recognition of the national 
status for the Jewish people in Palestine, will be acceptable to 
American Zionists. 

More than 150 regional executives of the Zionist Organization 
of America’s national administrative council held a closed meeting 
at the Murray Hill Hotel to formulate their official attitude toward 
the Anglo-American board. It was learned later that the council 
heard speeches denouncing the committee and the British and United 
States Governménts by a dozen of the foremost Zionists in the 
United States. 


The warning that American Zionists would not accept increased 
immigration as a substitute for the movement’s political ambitions 
came from Dr. Abba Hillel Silver, speaking as president of the ZOA. 
Rescue of Refugees Not Zionism 


“It should be clearly understood by everyone, and more espe- 
cially by members of the Anglo-American Commission of Inquiry 
now meeting in Washington, that the rescue of a certain number 
ct refugees alone, however vital and urgent, it not Zionism nor is 
it the Balfour Declaration nor the Palestine Mandate,” he said. 


Zionism, Dr. Silver went on, was a movement that antedated 
both World Wars and was aimed at solving the age-long “national 
homelessness of the Jewish people which has created refugee prob- 
lems for us as it has in the past, time without number.” 

Misgivings as to the need for and the aims of the Anglo-Ameri- 
can committee were voiced by most of the speakers. Many con- 
demned the creation of the board as just another move to “stall” 
the solution of the Palestine problem. 

Inquiry Termed Another Run-Around 

Dr. Emanuel Neumann, vice president of the ZOA, who to- 
gether with Dr. Stephen S. Wise headed the delegation that testi- 
fied before the committee’s hearings in Washington, declared that 
nothing could come from the inquiry that was not long known. He 
added that British Foreign Secretary Ernest Bevin’s proposal to 
drop the problem of Palestine into the lap of the United Nations 
Organization proved that the inquiry was merely another move 
in a “prolonged and elaborate run-around.” 

Dr. Neumann criticized President Truman for “having lent him- 
self to this game, whether consciously or unwittingly.” 

Pessimistic opinions as to the final recommendations of the 
joint board of inquiry came from many speakers. Magistrate Mor- 
ris Rothenberg, in particular, said that because the British mem- 
bers came to the hearings with preconceived ideas, the best that 
could be hoped for was “recommendations for some immigration 
into Palestine.” 





Jewish War Lie Propaganda Threat 
In Returning Vet, Says Marcus

BOSTON, Mass.—Terming UNRRA personnel working arouad 
the survivors of Nazi brutalities “geniuses in incompetence,” 
Capt. Robert S. Marcus, a chaplain who was an eye-witness to relief 
activities in Europe, charged here Monday that “some of the teams, 
especially under the British, carried on a tremendous amount of anti- 
Russian and anti-Semitic propaganda.” 

Captain Marcus was the speaker at the annual luncheon of the 
Women’s Division of the American Jewish Congress of New Eng- 
land held in the Copley-Plaza hotel and attended by more than 1,500 
women. 

Now director of the newly created department for World Jewish 
Affairs of the American Jewish Congress, he stated that the best 
directives for handling of displaced persons were issued by Gen. 
Eisenhower. “But,” he said, “military government officers were in- 
competent, indifferent, stupid and very often anti-Semitic. There 
were times when they couldn’t understand the simplest language 
contained in directives.” 

He said that 1,000 Hungarian Jewesses, liberated by the 60th 
Armored Division, were treated just like Germans, even though 
they had been kicked around by the Hungarians and the Germans 
and sterilized by the Nazis. 

Chaplain Marcus declared that “The G.I. in Germany today 
fraternizing with the frauleins is losing the peace.” He warned of 
the danger of these men, when they return to this country, being 
anti-Russian, anti-Semitic, pro-German, and with the feelings in- 
noculated by German propaganda that this last war was a “Jewish 
war.”

LOS ANGELES, Calif.—U. S. 
Judge Harry A. Hollizer, emin- 
ent jurist and prominent Jewish 
leader, died Tuesday night at 
Cedars of Lebanon Hospital after 
a brief illness due to a heart at- 
tack, aggravated by influenza.

Chief Rabbi Hertz, 
of British Empire, Dies

LONDON —Dr. Joseph Her- 


man Hertz, 73, chief rabbi of the 
British Empire since 1913 and 
among those who framed the 
Balfour Declaration, died in Lon- 
don Jan. 14. He was a leading 
figure in World Jewish affairs 
for nearly fifty years. 

Dr. Hertz, a native of Hun- 
gary, was a graduate of the Jew- 
ish Theological Seminary and 
served for four years, from 1894 
to 1898, as rabbi in Syracuse, 
N. Y. He was then appointed to 
Johannesburg, South Africa, but 
was expelled by the Boers during 
the Boer War, returning there 
after the formation of the Unicon 
of South Africa.

SeeHILADELPHIA, Pa.—The ac- 
cusation made by Lessing J.

commonwealth. 


Rosenwald asserted that the 
largest number of Jews in the 
forseeable future would always 
live outside of Palestine.

After declaring that “a lot of 
time has passed since the Balfour 
pledge was made,” and that Pal- 
estine and the “fertile crescent” 
have assumed tremendous im- 
portance not only to the Jews 
but in relation to the preserva- 
tion of peace in the world, Rosen- 
wald said that if necessary, the 
Balfour Declaration should be 
amended or annulled as has been 
done with many other treaties 
and declarations of World War I, 
to insure the peace.

1 Jew Killed, 4 Hurt 
As Arabs Hear Rumor

JERUSALEM—One Jew was 


killed and four seriously injured 
this week when they were at- 
tacked by a group of Arabs who 
accused them of being responsi- 
ble for the murder of an Arab. 
worker. The assault occurred at 
a military camp near Lydda. 

The melee at the Lydda camp 
occurred with the discovery of 
the body of an Arab worker who 
had been missing since last week. 
From what information is avail- 
able, it is believed that the Arab, 
who had in his possession 150 
pounds with which he*was plan- 
ning to purchase a wife, was ab- 
ducted by an Arab bandit band. 
However, as soon as word of his 
murder was received several of 
the Arab employees at the camp 
spread the rumor that he had 
been killed by the Jews. 

The dead Jew is Joseph Bar- 
kais, 42.

Sentiment 
is growing, however, in each of 
these communities for a united 
front on a campaign to open Pal- 
estine now for as many Jews as 
can be transferred from Europe. 
Such a campaign should enlist 
Jews of every ideological camp 
and has a much better chance to 
enlist great masses of Gentiles 
than has the fuli Zionist pro- 
gram. Jewish leaders, especially 
those still respected by both Zion. 
ists and non-Zionists, must take 
part in such a movement. It 
would be well for all of us to 
declare a moratorium on partisan 
viewpoints and make one urgent, 
dramatic, effective united effort 
to open th< door of Palestine on 
the broadest humanitarian terms. 
Surely, several hundred thousand 
additional Jews will not hamper 
the struggle for a Common- 
wealth. Zionists simply cannot 
afford to be maneuvered into -a

W YORK—An eye-witness on the Jewish situation in 
Poland, Charles S. Zimmerman, vice-chairman of the Jewish 
Labor Committee, who last week returned from Warsaw, said 
in an interview here that there would always be a Jewish Com- 
munity in Poland. 

“Excesses against Jews in Poland are taking place,” he said. 
“They are due to virulent anti-Semitism, to underground po- 
litical activity against the present regime and to just plain ban- 
ditry. The Polish Government is definitely opposed to these 
anti-Jewish atrocities and is doing whatever it can to curb them. 
But, of course, the possibilities of government action are limited. 

“Whatever the miseries which the Polish Jews are yet 
doomed to undergo,” he said “one thing seems certain in my 
opinion: there will remain a Jewish community in Poland. To 
the 80,000 or so Jews there now, there will soon be added about 
150,000 more repatriated from Soviet Russia. Many of them— 
committees and groups of individuals particularly under the 
leadership of the Central Committee of Polish Jews—are already 
hard at work rebuilding their economic and cultural institutions. 
I visited many newly established schools, childrens’ homes and 
cooperative workshops and I was much impressed with what I 
saw. It will be a great responsibility for us in this country to 
help this pitiful remnant to rebuild their lives, to reconstruct a 


normal productive existence.”

THREE-FOURTHS FAVOR SETTLEMENT OF 
JEWS IN PALESTINE, GALLOP POLL SHOWS

NEW YORK—Three-fourths of the American voters who 


are eonversant with the Palestine issue favor settlement of 
Jews there, although nearly half of the American public has not 
followed the Palestine discussions, according to a Gallup poll 
made public this week. Of the Jews questioned, it said, ninety 
percent favor Jewish settlement in Palestine. 


Fifty-five percent of all those questioned said that they had 
followed the discussions on Palestine. Further questioning of 
this group showed that 76 percent favored permitting Jews to 
Settle; seven percent were against Jewish settlement; four per- 
cent approved if Jews favor it, while one percent favor leaving 
it up to the British and another one percent wanted the issue left 
to the Arabs. Eight percent did not know how they felt on the 
question and three percent gave miscellaneous answers.

The Small Town Rabbi 


OT enough has been written or told about a group of cour- 
ageous souls, hardy spirits who minister to Jewish congre- 
gations in remote communities, perhaps somewhere in the West- 
ern plains, or deep in the heart of the South, or elsewhere off the 
beaten track of‘organized Jewish life. Far from the institutions 
and agencies and central offices which help keep creative Jewish 
life pulsating in this country, these communities are for the most 
part culturally stagnant, except for the heroic efforts of individ- 
ual rabbis and devoted laymen who assist them in trying to stim- 
ulate some forms of creative Jewish life in their desert. 

Rabbis serving large cities in the North remain in close contact 
with the wellsprings of Jewish life. They frequently visit other large 
communities nearby; they appear before other congregations and 
audiences; they have access to libraries and schools; they have 
occasions to meet first-rate minds, to discuss matters scholarly or 
contemporary with professors, writers, other rabbis of distin- 
guished attainment. 5 

* = < * 

IN THE SMALL TOWN is to be found little of the ordinary 
measures of satisfaction. Applause and publicity, in which even 
modest and humble souls find crumbs of satisfaction, are inade- 
quate. Why do many men delibterately eschew the more worldly 
attractions toward which ambition normdlly draws them, and re- 
main where they are? 

The answer is to be found in a different kind of satisfaction— 
one that feeds on service. Almost invariably the small towns are 
Diasporas within the Diaspora. Jewish teachers, social workers, 
and many rabbis, too, are unwilling to sink roots in an area where 
they will be removed from the sources of Jewish inspiration and 
activity enumerated above. It is not alone a matter of remuner- 
ation, for small communities have desperately offered large sal- 
aries in attempts to attract the much needed personnel. Yet the 
Jatter are unwilling to venture out into the No-Man’s Land of 
American Jewry, with the consequence that these communities 
are in dire straits from the point of view of Jewish education. 

e s * . 

ALL THE MORE CREDIT, then, to the rabbi who willingly 
accepts the oblivion and the self-effacement which goes with such 
a position. He does nothing startling; he writes no great books; 
he is rarely mentioned in the Anglo-Jewish press. He occasionally 
attends ntional Jewish conventions and sits, not on the platform, 
with the rabbinic titans of New York, Philadelphia, Chicago or 
Cleveland, but among the masses in the audience. He listens in 


‘silence, and absorbs as much as he can of the spirit and the fer- 


vor and the inspiration which he can bring back with him to the 
parched area which he serves. 

In the ranks of the provincial rabbinate, be it noted, are schol- 
ars and saints, priests and prophets, about whom the world has 
never heard; whose sermons are never reported in the New York 
Times; whose achievements seem small and inconsequential when 
weighed materially, yet which rank spiritually and ethically with 
the most highly touted ministrations of some of America’s best 
known pontifical pulpiteers. 


THE SMALL TOWN RABBI performs a service which is com- 
pounded of the simple and traditional elements of his profession. 
He visits the sick and comforts the weary. He teaches little chil- 
dren, and makes glad with learning the hearts of the few elderly 
remnants of a Jewish life and culture of another world. He per- 
forms the simple functions of the rabbinate without fanfare or 
distraction, without glory or emolument. 

The heroes and the leaders, the proud and the exalted in 
American Israel are to be found in the dense centers of popula- 
tion, where modern publicity and large audiences combine to create 
leadership. But for the humble and the sainted and the conse- 
erated in the American rabbinate, go to the villages and the ham- 
lets where Jews are counted only in the tens and in the hundreds.

Lae forty-seventh volume of 
the American Jewish Year 
Book, covering the Jewish year 
5706 (1945-46), has just appeared. 
It is a credit to the Jewish Pub- 
lication Society. In addition to 
important statistical data and a 
summary of Jewish life here and 
abroad, the book 
contains special | 
contributions on 
Franklin D. 
Roosevelt and 
the Jewish Cri- 
sis, on Henrietta 
Szold, on French 
Jewry under 
Nazi Occupation, 
on Jewish Com- 
munity Life in 
Latin America, on the Hillel 
Foundation, on Jewish War Re- 
cords of World War II, and on 
Jewish Chaplains in World War 
Il. 

The article on President Roose- 
velt is utterly uncritical, an un- 
broken eulogy of the late Pres- 
ident’s friendship for the Jew- 
ish people. The Ibn Saud letter 
which has shocked and mortified 
American Jewry is not men- 
tioned. The fact that the promise 
that he would do all “in his 
power” to prevent curtailment of 
Jewish immigration into Pales- 
tine, and other assurances, were 
never implemented, is complete- 
ly suppressed. 

What is truly ludicrous is to 
end the tribute with the lament 
that President Roosevelt did not 
live to witness the incorporation 
of the so-called International 
Bill of Rights, sponsored by the 
American Jewish Committee, 
into the San Francisco United 
Nations Charter. What should be 
decried is that Roosevelt and his 
friend Churchill did not see fit 
to admit the Jews as members 
of the Conference,

ONE MAJOR and grave criti- 
cism must be levelled against 
the volume, as against most of 
its predecessors, namely the un- 
pardonable and unjustified inclu- 
sion of the 38t% annual report of 
the American Jewish Committee, 
which runs to about seventy 
pages. Just why the doings of 
this arch-assimilationist and 
anti-Zionist body, which the edi- 
tor of the Jewsh Post courage- 
ously and justly accuses in the 
issue of January 4, of “Intellec- 
tual Dishonesty,” should find a 
place in the American Jewish 
Year Book, is a mystery. Cer- 
tainly the program of the Com- 
mittee and its harmful activities 
during the past year, with hur- 
ried and unnecessary visits to 
the White House, do not warrant 
any special recognition. And, if 
the Committee’s annual report 
deserves inclusion, why not also 
the annual reports of the Ameri- 
ean Jewish Conference, the Zion- 
ist Organization of America, the 
American Jewish Congress and 
B’nai B'rith? 

The violent and bitter anti- 
Zionist address of Mr. Proskauer 
will prove obnoxious to all self- 
respecting Jews. It is tfe height 
of malice, truly wicked in a Jew, 
to quote with approval the anti- 
Zionist correspondent of the anti- 
Zionist New York Times, Anne 
O’Hare McCormick, that “outside 
Palestine, more than inside, it is 
strikingly clear that the chief 
unifying force of the Arab states 
is what they call the Zionist 
threat.” This is a downright 
falsehood. The “chief unifying 
force” is not “the Zionist threat” 


but the British Foreign Office, 
which is doing everything in its 
power to stir up the Arabs 
against the Jews, which has cre- 
ated the Arab League, and which 
is now seeking to execute its un- 
deviating purposes of destroying 
Jewish Palestine. Mr. Proskauer 
is not so naive as not to recog- 
nize this obvious fact.

IT IS SHEER NONSENSE to 
plead, as Mr. Proskauer does, 
“Let us have peace—let us cease 
to wrangle over what may hap- 
pen in Palestine years from 
now.” For an organization which 
has deliberately withdrawn from 
the American Jewish Conference 
to “beg” fellow-Jews for peace 
is, to say the least, insincere as 
it is grotesque. Obviously it 
must be a peace only on the 
terms as laid down by the Com- 
mittee, the self-appointed guard- 
ians of Jewish destiny, and not 
by the chosen representative of 
the Jewish people themselves. To 
imply that Jews are wrangling 
over “what may happen to Pal- 
estine years from now” is false 
and dishonest. What is taking 
place in the Holy Land at the 
present moment, right now, is 
why Jews are “wrangling.”

Its 
opposition is due to the fact that 
the project’ to merge Palestine 
and Transjordan into one terri- 
tory is considered by the Russians 
to be British-sponsored. . . .

HE painful duty devolves upon me to find 

fault with a friend. You don’t like to 

do that to a friend. Yet, it seems to me, that 

i is perfectly silly to save the benefits of criti- 

cism for enemies only. Why should only en- 

e mies enjoy the profit that can be derived 
from fault-finding? 

After these meditations it becomes much 
easier to move with a happy conscience toward 
finding fault in Rabbi Abraham J. Feldman of 
Hartford, Cann. He is vice-president of the 
Central Conference of American Rabbis. 

I would not go to the painful trouble of 
finding fault in him were it not that whatever 
fault I find, reluctantly, 
in him is also in many 
others among us. 

In a recent article in 
the Jewish Ledger of 
Hartford he was report- 
ed as feeling quite truc- 
ulent toward President 
Truman on account of 
Palestine. (I must hurry 
up and say that this is 
no defense of President Truman for whom, 
when the time comes, I may not vote for other 
reasons than Palestine.) 

The President seemed to have changed his 
mind about a Jewish Palestine and the aboli- 
tion of the White Paper, and for that reason 
Rabbi Feldman was feeling that way about 
him. 

“Let us remember this reversal,” said Rabbi 
Feldman. ... “The time will. come when Mr. 
Truman and those about him will wish we 
would forget. . . . Let us remember this re- 
pudiation of a party pledge. . . . Remember it 
when next November and in subsequent years 
the politicians come running to us asking us 
to trust them again.” 

Goodness gracious, Rabbi Feldman can’t in- 
clude me when he calls upon Jews to rise up 
against the President’s party because of an 
intramural issue among Jews. 

I myself never have let myself fall into the 
practice of voting as a Jew. If in 1946 I vote 
for a Republican congressman in our district 
it is because I shall feel that Republican con- 
gressmen are the right people to lead us to- 
ward the reconversion and the reconstruction. 

7 * * 

If, in 1948, I vote for a Republican president 
—I am thinking of Stassen—it will be because 
I feel that a Stassen is more New Dealish than 
the Democratic candidate who may be run- 
ning against him. 

Certainly, I have no right to let any Jewish 
ideology influence my choice of congressmen 
or of a President of the United States. I am 
a Jew with no idea that, as a Jew, I have any 
special interest in the matters of this nation. 

I am a Jew because religiously I was born 





that way. In the United States I am in the same 


position as a person born a Catholic or a 
Protestant. I would deeply resent Catholics or 
Protestants being influenced in their political 
thinking by some Catholic or Protestant issue. 


(Back in 1928 I voted for Al Smith for Presi- 
dent precisely because Protestants were against 
aim on accout of his being a Catholic. They 


voted as Protestants.) 


to a minority 


group that, in American politics, has a stake in 
the American destiny any different from that 
of other Americans. In the United States, 
they are numerically less; they are not a mi- 
nority in the European senses that sets Jews 
aside for special treatment. 

The laws do not make us a minority in the 
European pattern. I am alarmed by the attitude 
of a considerable number of Jews who would 
make themselves a minority that easts its vote 
with its own special interest in mind. I am 
alarmed by a way of Jewish thinking that 
would put Ghetto walls around Jews and make 
of them a separate people within the Ameri- 
can community. 

(I have seen pictures of the concrete walis 
that Hitler built around Jews in Warsaw. For 
goodness’ sake, let’s not do the same thing to 
ourselves.) 


¥ * * 


IN THE UNITED STATES we have gone 
pretty far away. from the old times when, in 
the bigger cities, there were a Polish party, 
an Italian party, or a German party. These 
divisions belong to an era in which the United 
States still was in the melting process of 
amalgamation. At this late date we shouldn’t 
be coming along with a Jewish party campaign. 
ing on a Palestine platform, to defeat candi- 
dates who aren't running along with our ideas 
about Palestine. 


I should like to see the freest immigration 
of homeless Jews into Palestine. (1 am a Zion- 
ist who wants Palestine to be a great and good 
country for our homeless. My Zionism dates 
far back before the time when Zionism became 
ambitious for a Jewish state and made politics 
out of being Jewish. My Zionism thinks only 
of fruitful land and good health and ideal social 
economy among Jews in Palestine; it has no 
idea of another nation. There are too many na- 
tions troubling the world already.) 


But I am not making my hopes for Palestine 
a cause for voting against American candidates 
who don’t see eye to eye with me in the matter 
of Palestine. I keep my interest in Palestine 
separate from my obligations as an American 
citizen. I am not a mixed American looking in 
two directions. 


It’s about time to say all this. There are a 
lot of us groping, in confusion. I can well un- 
derstand this confusion. Awful events have 
driven us hysterically to think of ourselves as 
a separate people with separate problems. 
Hitler himself always said that we are a separ- 
ate people to be separtely treated; his way of 
treatment was extinction. His ghost—if it’s 
allowed o come up and look at the scene— 
must rejoice to see so many Jews, by words and 
acts of separatism, vindicating his theory. 


I, like most other Jews, hope that no occas- 
ion ever will arise to cause me to think Jew- 
ishly in American politics. The only such occas- 
ion would be one in which an anti-Semitic 
party or candidate arose. Then, as a Jewish 
American, I shall vote to put jown the party 
or candidate so subversive to the American 
tradition. Having expressed this disagreement, 
I must conclude with profoundest respect for 
Rabbi Feldman as citizen and rabbi.

EWISH Expulsions from Rus- 
sia. During the reign of 
Alexander I, more measures for 
internal reform were inaugurat- 
ed than under any other of his 
predecessors. He showed a friend- 
ly disposition to the Jews of the 
realm and gave of his personal 
fortune towards Jewish 
JAN. 13 institutions such as a 
1825 contribution of $1,500 
toward the erection of 
a Jewish hospital in Wilna. That 
Alexander was much in earnest in 
his endeavors to ameliorate the 
position of the Jews is shown by 
his remark: “If, through my ef- 
forts to improve their condition, 
I should succeed in bringing forth 
only one Mendelssohn from 
among the Russian Jews, I shall 
be abundantly rewarded.” After 
the Congress of Aix-la-Chapelle 
in 1818, however, Alexander al- 
together abandoned his former 
liberal ideas and adopted a reac- 
tionary policy. A series of re- 
Strictions characterized the clos- 
ing years of the czar’s reign. 
Such rescripts included forbid- 
ding Jews to keep Christian ser- 
vants, prohibiting foreign Jews 
from settling permanently in Rus- 
sia and the. edict of Jan. 13, 1825, 
removing the Jews from villages 
to towns and cities in the govern- 
ments of Mohilev and Vitebsk.

Birth of Gershom Mendes Se- 
ixas. Son of an early New York 
merchant, Gershom Seixas be- 
came the rabbi of Cong. Shearith 
Israel in New York, and occu- 
pied the rabbinate for a period 
half a century. At the 
JAN. 14 outbreak of the Revo- 
1745 lution he at once es- 
poused the Patriot 
cause, though many of the Chris- 
tian ministers of the city sym- 
pathized with the Tories.

Birth of Robert Lyon, publisher 
of the first Anglo-Jewish journal 
in America.

1810 on Oct. 26, 1849, “The 
Asmonean,” which he 
conducted until his death. He 
edited at the same time the New 
York Mercantile Journal, an or- 
gan devoted to trade. For a time 
Isaac M. Wise and other Jewish 
writers of the day were regular 
contributors to “The Asmonean.”

Beginning of the Ghetto in Ver- 
ona, Italy. Previous to this date, 
for many years before, the Jews 
were allowed to reside wherever 
it pleased them. In 1599 Bishop 
Agostino Valieri sought to segre- 
gate the Jews but not 
JAN. 16, finding a suitable loca- 
1605 tion, he contented him- 
self by enforcing the 
obligation of wearing the yellow 


cap. Finally, on Jan. 16, 1605, 
the bishop carried out his de. 
signs and enclosed the Jews in 
a ghetto, in a place called “Sotto 
i Tetti”, “under the roofs”. At 
this time the Jewish population 
of Verona numbered about 400 
and they possessed twenty-five 
Shops. All expenses for the im- 
provement of the ghetto were 
borne by the Jews themselves. 
Finally they obtained a license, 
renewable every five years, to 
live in the city, on condition of 
the payment of a special tax. 
When a plague broke out in Ver- 
ona in 1630, the Jews remained 
immune, which so enraged the 
Christian populace that they cast 
into the ghetto the garments in- 
fected by the sick, and spread 
the pestilence among the Jew- 
ish inhabitants.

Martyrdom of Raphael Levy. 
Levy, who was a Jew of excel- 
lent reputation, was arrested for 
the alleged murder of a Chris- 
tian child for the purpose of rit- 
ual purposes and after being sen- 
tenced to death was 
JAN. 17, burned alive. The in- 
1670 cident began on Rosh 
Hashonah eve, 1669 
when a peasant woman in the 
village of Glatingny, in Lorraine, 
went to the river to do some 
washing, accompanied by her 
small son. The woman stated 
that the child had lingered be- 
hind. and that she never saw him 
again. A witness declared that 
he had arrived from Metz and 
has seen a black-bearded Jew rid- 
ing on a horse with a child. He 
later identified Raphael Levy as 
the man whom he had seen. Levy 
stated that he had been in Metz 
to purchase food for the New 
Year holiday. Officials of Metz 
saw here an opportunity to re- 
vive the libel that Jews use 
Christian blood for their festive 
tables. Levy was adjudged guilty 
and sentenced to death. He stood 
at the prye attired in Talis and 
tephilin, facing death calmly and 
continued to pray until the flames 
consumed his body. Later, the 
Royal Council of Paris declared 
Officially that a judicial murder 
had been committed.

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The military officials did their best to suppress 
the rumor.

Interesting Discussion—Is He Anti-Semitic 


UITE an interesting argument is going on 

in the Twin Cities (Minneapolis and St. 

Paul) over a statement of Rep. Walter H. 

Judd, who blamed southern democrats and 

four Jewish congressmen for blocking the 
president’s program. 

The way in which Rep. Judd’s statement was 
worded would indicate that he did not have 
anti-Semitism in mind, but the local members 
of the National Citizens Political Actions 
Committee, likened Judd to Gerald L. K. Smith 
and said “he has resorted to anti-Semitism as 
a political weapon.” 

The American Jewish World did not com- 
ment on Rep. Judd’s statement editorially, but 
its news story said the Congressman “opened 
his mouth and put his foot right in.” The exact 
wording of Judd’s remarks were: 

“After all ,who controls these house com- 
mittees in which the President’s program 
has stalled? The Democrats, of course. ... 
The committee chairmen are all southern 
Democrats with the exception of four Jew- 
ish congressmen. Their minds are made 
up.” 

A reader of The World took exception to 
the “mass hysteria” aroused by the statement, 
and a succeeding attempt to clarify it. V. T. 
Kroll wrote: 

“The other day Congressman Judd used 


the word “Jewish Congressmen” when re- 
ferring to a situation in Congress. What 
happened? Certain Jews began shivering 
and infected our Jewish friends with the 
shivers. Congressman Judd spoke in a collo- 
quial sense, just as it is done in the halls 
of Congress. I wonder if it behooved our 
friend and Zionist, Douglas Hall, to in- 
terpret that remark as evidence of racial 
bias and anti-Semitic leanings. It seems to 
me Mayor Humphrey sized it up just right 
—as a slip of the tongue. It is certainly not 
fair to pin that kind of label on an Ameri- 
can of pioneer stock, in fact a truly re- 
ligious man, just because of that. But that’s 
the way the country-side speaks. Why get 
into hysterics over that... .? 

“After all we cannot enjoy life if we live 
in fear. Good will come to us only if we live 
a creative life and do creative work. This 
will do more good than most of the anti- 

defamation work. 

“Why not exercise a little more emo- 
tional stability? Why not a little more 
right thinking, evaluation, and judgment? 
This display of hysteria is certainly not be- 
fitting to a group of citizens who are firmly 
rooted in the traditions of our great 
America and have a profound faith in the 
soundness of its democratic structure.” 


What Is Your Opinion? 


FJ CHE letter by Mike Hecht, of Chicago, m 
“Tne Freedom of the Press” section of this 
issue not only makes interesting reading but 
in addition provides a subject whose discussion 
will serve to clear up many points still unclear 
in the minds of the American Jew.

This ought to be starter enough for your 
letters.

Defense In Libel Suits Against The Sentinel Important 


LTHOUGH not much interest seems to 
have been aroused by the libel suits 
against The Sentinel, Chicago Anglo-Jewish 
paper, the third in the series of which was filed 
this week, it should be pointed out that if the 
plaintiffs are successful in these suits not only 
will they be able to sue almost every Anglo- 
Jewish paper in the country, but at the same 
time they will be able to muzzle these papers 
effectively in actuality if not in fact. 

The latest suit is one for $100,000 brought 
by that noble soul Elizabeth Dilling, who bases 
her claim on an editorial by Jack Fishbein, the 
Sentinel’s publisher asking for an immediate 
retrial of the alleged seditionists, of whom 
Mrs. Dilling was not the least important. 

It stands without saying that the cost of the 
trial defense, which is so important to the anglo® 
Jewish press as a whole and to the freedom 
of speech of the various Jewish organs of pub- 


lic expression, cannot and should not be borne 
by that paper alone. 

When the first two suits were filed by George 
Vose and Joe McWilliams, notorious Christian 
Fronters, The Sentinel appealed to its readers 
to contribute to a defense fund. If such a step 
is necessary The Post will be glad to solicit 
contribution from its readers, but there should 
be no need for such a procedure, for if prom- 
inent Jewish lawyers do not rush to the paper’s 
defense free of charge, then certainly Jewish 
defense organizations should bear the cost. 

This is not a case where an irresponsible 
Jewish publication has rushed into print 
against the better judgment of the community, 
for not only is The Sentinel very responsible, 
but in addition the sentiments it voiced have 
found expression in countless other places by 
almost every Jewish leader from the heads of 
our Jewish defense organizations on, 


Where Will We Relegate Judaism To? 


N a special “call” on “Synagogue Attend- 
ance and the Sabbath,” issued by the Syna- 
gogue Council of America, which is composed 
of all Jewish groups in the United States, the 
following paragraph contain enough truth to 
fill every synagogue at services tonight. 
“Attendance on the Sabbath at the Syna- 
gogue becomes the means of communion 
between man and God and the method of 
maintaining the religious community, of 
Israel. A Jew who fails to attend Syna- 
goegue services at least weekly deprives 
himself of the chief source of inspiration, 
and contributes to the defamation of the 
good name of his people. A Jewish family 
which does not cultivate the habit of Syna- 
gogue attendance, denies its children much, 
defrauds them of the ability to pray, and 
of their sense of fellowship with Israel, 
exposes the Jew to the contempt of his 
Christian neighbors.” 
Yet this “call,” as every other effort ever 


made by Jewish leaders, will be of no avail. 
Most synagogues throughout the nation this 
Sabbath will be just as empty as usual, with 
rabbis congratulating themselves when even 
twenty-five per cent of their memberships 
shows up. 

Judaism, as all religion, used to be the cen- 
ter of life everywhere. Gradually, or rather not 
so gradually, religion has beer relegated to 
a less and less important place in the lives of 
the people, and where this decline will stop 
is a question that has given serious concern not 
only to our religious leaders, but to leaders in 
all walks of life. 

Judaism knows the answer no more than 
any other denomination, nor probably is it be- 
ing ignored in any greater extent than the 
other denominations. Somewhere there must 
be an answer that will enable religion to sur- 
vive on an organized basis, but as yet that 
answer is no nearer to be found today than 
it was before the war or ten years before that 
or ten years before that. 


Current Comment 


New Elections For American Jewish Con- 
ference Asked By The Jewish Floridian, of 
Miami—Joining many of our contemporaries 
throughout thé country, we too find the need 
for elections of representatives who constiute 
the’ American Jewish Conference. Organized 
several years ago to present and represent the 
Jewish communities of America, the Confer- 
ence held elections throughout the States. A 
number of sessions have been held. Consider- 
able work has been done. Much time and ef- 
fort has been spent. 

No one questions the sincerity or integrity 
of its leadership nor of our local representa- 
tives. But in all fairness to the community and 


to the democratic representative makeup of the 
Conference, our delegates were elected for the 
original meeting, not for posterity. 

An election for representatives to the next 
session of the Conference, scheduled for Feb. 
3 at Cleveland, would aid considerably. It 
would create new and added interest in things 
Jewish and revive participation of those re- 
signed to let matters slide. It would tend, we 
believe, to activate a much healthier condi- 
tion. Machinery to put in motion a new elec- 
tion may be complicated with detail. Action 
on the part of the delegates in resigning and

Prof. Philip Hitti and Dr. Khalil 
Totah, both of the Institute of 
Arab-American Affairs, testified 
before the committee on the Arab 
attitude towards the Palestine 
problem. Both British and Ameri- 
can members of the committee 
questioned Dr. Totah sharply aft- 
er he had maintained that Arabs 
feared Zionist aims and that Zion- 
ism had prevented the granting 
of democratic government in Pal- 
estine. A member of the British 
delegation referred to Dr. Totah’s 
threat of Arab cooperation with 
other powers, if not satisfied by 
the British, as “blackmail” and 
said that Britain had had some 
experience of that sort during the 
war. ” 

Never Agree To Commonwealth 

Dr. Hitti, who is professor of 
Semitics at Princeton University, 
declared in the course of some- 
what heated questioning by a 
larger than usual number of the 
committee members, that the 
Arabs would never agree to the 
establishment of a Jewish com- 
monwealth and that the Zionist 
point of view could only be im- 
posed on the Arabs by force, con- 
ceding also that the imposition of 

the Arab view could be _ solely 
through force. 

Judge Hutcheson, emphasizing 
the need for quick, humanitarian 
action to “relieve the hideous suf- 

fering of the pitiful remnants” 
of European Jews and “in ree- 
ognition of what they have en- 
dured,” asked if the Arabs would 
not extend a generous reception 
to the 100,000 Jewish displaced 
persons in Europe. Several times 
he re-phrased his question, asking 
if the conception of a Jewish state 
disappeared, whether the Arabs 
would oppose “the great humani- 
tarian purpose of aiding refugees 
from Europe to go to a place 
where a sympathetic welcome 
awaits them.” 

Hitti termed Hutcheson’s ques- 
tion “hypothetical.” He declared 
so much emotion has been stirred 
up, blood spilled and_ tension 
created, that “no matter how 
much you tell the Arabs, and in 
the name of mercy, you cannot 

_ override that background. Jewish 
immigration into Palestine is an 
attenuated form of conquest.” 
Hitti said that as an American 
citizen he urged opening the doors 
of the United States to Jewish 
refugees, and characterized many 
of the “Christians” supporting 
opening of Palestine as actual 
anti-Semites who do not wish 
more Jews in this country. 
Check Immigration From Now On 

Frank Buxton, American mem- 
ber, rather sharply asked Hitti if 
he favored opening the gates of 
the United States while simul- 
taneously closing the doors of 
Palestine. Hitti replied with an 
emphatic affirmative that he 
would “absolutely check immi- 
gration into Palestine from now 
on.” To Buxton’s further question 
as to what the Arabs would con- 
sider evidence of Zionist surren- 
der of their political ambitions in 
Palestine, Hitti replied, if they de- 
clared themselves as willing to 
be citizens of a democratic state 
based on the existing population, 
with allowance for natural repro- 
duction. 

Sir John Singleton, in an un- 
usual display of feeling, declared 
that he “shuddered” for the state 
of the world at Hitti’s assump- 
tion of the impossibility of Arabs 

and Jews finding mutual under- 
standing.
